A large assem 
b iage of old and y ou ng settlers gathered 
at the pioneers’ memorial log cab in 
dik' d 
after dinner. 
The erection of this cab in, 
b y the-wsy , to perpetu ate b y an appro­ 
priate memorial the memory of the early 
settlers of the Rock River Valley , anil 
especially of Lee Cou nty , is largely du e 
to the exertions and su perintend« 
the president of the Lee Cou nty 
tiers' Association, John L Lord, of Pal­ 
my ra. 
At 2 o’clock, from the porch of the cab ­ 
in Ju dge Crab tree addressed to those as 
semb led a few extempore remarks in ded 
ication of the b u ilding. 
Ho expressed 
tiimself as fu lly in sy mpathy with the 
feeling which prompted the erection of 
the b u ililmg that shou ld in some sense 
convey to coming generations an idea of 
the homes and lives of tlu ir 
ancestors.
